complete, ompery over tho wifo. 
All she 


owned or earned was vested in him, and 
:ie acquired tho same rights over her pur- 
son and property ns if showoro his natural 
daughter. 
The wife,, on tho other hand, 


acquired all tho rights to a child, and to 
hor husband's name and succession, in tho 
event of an intestate estate, nnd she could 
exorcise all the privileges to which her sex 
admitted. 


Tlio power of tho anoicnt Roman father 


over his offspring was originally perpetual, 
nor could the child be emancipated from 
tho father's control during the father's life 
except by thnt parent's consent; nor did 
he become sui juris until the father (boiug 
himself sui juris) died, when the son was 
emancipated by tho simple operation of 
tho law. 
In those brave days the father 


had legal permission to scourgo his chil- 
dren or to send them, fettered like slaves, 
to work on his cstnta, or even to kill them, 
choosing whatsoever moans for their tak- 
ing off ho thought! proper.—Now York 
Commercial Advertiser.
